:aid today that atom spy Harry 
Gold has linked a former Ameri- 
can radio announcer for the Rus- 
sian U. N. section with a Soviet 
spy ring. 


The subcommittee counsel, Rob- 


•rt Morris, said the announcer is 
Alexander Svenchansky. 44, who 
was dismissed from the United 
Nations staff for refusing to say 
if he ever had been a member of 
the Communist parly. 


Sworn Affidavit 


Morris said Gold gave a sworn 


affidavit 
about Svenchansky in 


Federal Penitentiary, Lewisburg, 
Pa., where he is serving a 30-year 
prison term as a co-conspirator of 
Julius 
Rosenberg, the 
executed 


atom spy. 


Svenchansky, who Jives in New 


York City, was a witness before 
the subcommittee Thursday. 


He had worked for AMTORG, a 


defunct Russian t r a d i n g firm, 
from March 1932- to April 1942, 
and was asked if he had Intro 
duced a -Abraham"-" Brothman7" a 
New York City engineer, to an 
AMTORG official for 
espionage 


purposes. 


Svenchansky refused to answer 


on the ground that to do so might 
.end to incriminate him. 


Svenchansky admitted Thursday 


that at times he used the name, 
Shura Swan. 


Gold's affidavit said: 
"I heard of Shura Swan from, a 


man called Abraham Brothman 
Brothman was one of my sources 
of information for the Soviet es 
plonage organization, of which I 
was a courier. I met Brothman 
in Sept. 1941. 


"About a half year after that, 


Brothman first mentioned Shura 
Swan. Brotlynan said it was Shura 
Swan who had introduced him to 
soviet espionage work." 


Brothman was convicted in 1950 


of conspiracy in Gold's case. - 


After Svenchansky lost his Job 


a U. N. administrative tribuna 
set aside his dismissal and award 
ed him $20,000 In lieu of reinstate 
ment.

Velde, chairman of the House 


Un-American Activities Commit-* 
tee said the full story of Commu- 
nist infiltration in the Nayy De- 
partment will come as "a terrific 
surprise to people" when it can' b« 
told in full. The Navy had no com- 
ment. 


The House committee has heard 


eight witnesses in the case, and 
Velde told newsmen at least five 
others remain to be heard. : 


"The full expose of the case will 


have to be delayed for >the present 
time for .security reasons and to 
prevent 'any Interference'with Jus- 
tice," Velde stated. 


He did not elaborate on this. 


The committee Thursday disclosed 
that

Morton Sobell, convicted of es- 
pionage along with Julius and 
Ethel Rosenberg. The-Rosenbergs 
were executed in June. The - es- 
pionage charged to Sobell did not 
include atomic secrets, and he was 
sentenced to 30 years imprison- 
ment.

stances. The Madison Assailant, 
who slugged a woman with a black- 
jack, entered through a basement 
window of a house in a newly de- 
veloped section, A light-colored car 
was reported seen in the area at 
that time. All those circumstances 
fit the Hartley girl's disappear- 
ance.

There is serious danger that Robert F. Wagner, jr.. the son of the 


bumbling old faker whose name was attached to the Wagner Act, will 
will be elected mayor of New York. Wagner has been challenged to say 
whether he woud permit 
Mike Quill, the president of the Transport 


Workers' Union to organize a union of New York po- 
licemen. 
In that case, Quill would control the de 


partment, most of the old, seasoned uniformed ex 
ecutives would take their pensions and retire, and 
there might be a repetition in New York of the po- 
licemen's strikes and terrible riots which occurred in 
Boston and Liverpool soon after World War I. At 
best the cops would be handcuffed in any riotous 
troubles with any union in a markedly turbulent 
lime. 


Wagner is not very bright but he has behind him 


r«ci« 
both Tammany and the Fabian Socialist organiza 


lion called Americans for Democratic Action, a political parasite. 


Wagner insists that a policemen's strike would be unthinkable, bu 


then he pulls the rug from under himself by insisting, of course that 
he recognizes the right of all workers to join unions, including spe 
cifically policemen. 


There is no defined line on Quill's 


politics with reference to Commu- 
nism. Mrs. Bella Dodd.-a Catholic 
of Italian parents, who joined the 
party but finally cut loose to op- 
pose it. has given some informa- 
tion. She said that in 1937 and 
1938 
the international party de- 


cided to go after Catholic workers 
and, in New York, seized upon 
Quill, a native of Ireland, with a 
mushy brogue as one who would be 
likely to rise to power. According- 
ly, Mrs. Dodd said, a party func- 
tionary called a "contact" was 
assigned to attend Quill as a polit- 
ical "guide." Mrs. Dodd doubted 
that Quill ever joined the party 
but said that from Ihe party's 
standpoint it was sufficient that 
its influence should dominate the 
politics and sympathies of a large 
clement of indus-trious workers of 
Irish stock and Catholic religion. 
Most of Quill's subjects can be 
thus described. 


During the war, Quill, and Joe 


Cm ran, pjesidcnt of the National 
Maritime Union, also of the CIO, 
were the two most belligerent foL 
lowers of the party line in the CIO. 
Curran wrote that the war had 
been an imperial aggression by 
Britain. France and Poland unti 
Hitler struck Russia in June, 1941 
Thereupon it became a people's 
war for democracy. Then Curran 
began to harangue for a seconc 
front in France to save the lives 
of Russian soldiers, at the cost o 
one American soldier's life, more 
or less, for every Russian life tha 
was saved. Curran was safely do 
ferred by his draft board on th 
representation of his union that h 
waa essential t,o the union's activ 
ity in the "war effort." Curran 
controlled the union's actions so 
in effect, he wiote his own ex

•Was Determined* 


While lying in bed, choked with 


mucous and burning with a 107- 
degree temperature, he heard an 
attendant tell another not to change 
the bed clothes—"he won't live 
long anyway." He was conscious 
when a priest administered the 
last rites. 


"It got me," he said later. "I 


was determined to pull through." 


Hyatt's recovery was miracu- 


lous. Still, it seemed impossible 
that he could ever play another 
game of football. 


Yet, okayed by doctors, he re- 


ported for spring practice. Fifteen 
pounds 
below his normal 175 


pounds, he fought for and won his 
regular place in the backfield. 


'Couldn't Stop Him' 


"We tried to nurse him along 


but he wouldn't stand for it," said 
Coach Ed Danowski. "He insisted 
on staying out on the field doing 
sprints when all the others were 
through. We couldn't stop him. 


"Jack has started a couple of 


games for us but he is still some 
eight pounds short of his playing 
weight and not as strong as in 
1951, when he led our team in scor- 
ing. 


"There may be a few things he 


can't do as well as before his trou- 
ble but the inspuation to our boys 
is something that can't be meas- 
ured."

Olsen was recognized as one of

and most progressive leaders. In 
1945, the National' Association of 
Basketball Coaches awarded him
